I 
b({K to olikr a few suggestiona aa a aeu- 
tru part* aad a friend to all ooocemed 
iu your recent contest, and point oat a 
few incunsisteuciet in the methods too 
generally employed to Ihrther paliiieal 
ends, R^ich,Tthtok,aw>BB>iihR 
miaappiahension of the 
measurm are calculated to have 
intelligent minds. 1st. There seems 
to have prevailed the notion — which I 
think etsenlially wrong — that lo secure 
afl elcctiou, all that Is necessary is to 
disqualify one's opponent, by whatever 
method that may be done. If A and 
li are caudidate.-* for County Clerk, for 
instance, and A can make it clear that 
B is disquulitieii for the office, does it 
logically follow that A is competent f 
Or, suppose, aa in the late primary 
contest between Messrs. Smith & Cox, 
if Mr. Cox SAW proper to vote for hb 
neighbor, Berry, a few years ago, for 
the Senate, is he thereby disqualified 
to keep tbe booka of tha oooawia au 
eligible ahapat Or, if Ma hwtharin- 
law happaaa to ha R good pBRaaRRR and 
adapted to 111 the ofloe of eoanty 
clent, is he thereby any lo<<s calculate)! 
to fill the duties of the othcaT On the 
Other hand, Mr. Kmilh, who is an ac- 
knowleilj'etl genlleinen, who was e 
successful man in every department 
in which he has served, is he any more 
or lesscttlculate<i to fill the office effici- 
ently because the perquisites or extra 
fees have amounted lo a few hundred 
dollara to |ia opponent in the peat T 
It occurs to one £ar enough from the 
scene to judge impartially that all sn?h 
personal assaults are ill-timed and 
wholly wid^ ff .toe imue. The voters 
of Ohio OBBR^ generally know the 
ifa^hafora them for office, aqd 
aia Raf aaada for aaen ; but, like 
tha Sabbatb, men are auppiised lo be 
needed for the offices. So the ratioiial 
and better method wouhl be for each 
and all to subiuit their names as wil- 
ling to undergo the sacritice of the 
trust, aud let the people voto in a good 
huinoraad adM; liBMHt bT UMir 

choice. 

A second mistake, as il appears to 
an outsider, is that of impugning the 
purity of the motives of opponents about 
matters that do not justify it I am 
nut one who would recommend that 
the official career of men ia office shall 
not be piwperly goaided. B«t take 
the lato mileage qoeation. I voold 
^ive any of tl£i gwitlems a iavalved 
in that disputo or challenge of honor 
the credit of having more aense than 
to resort to overcharging lo the extent 
of a few mileti as a means of gain. I 
tbink either name thus far involved in 
that matter iu Ohio county represeuta 
a man who would not attempt such a 
thing as a kuown fraud of the kind 
implied; so would il not have been 
belter tor each uue who was under the 
neoemity of any explanation to have 
sUted the facts concerning himself, 
which I presume was true of all such 
cases, that the whole thiug was due to 
an oversight iu not carefully computing 
the distauoa. but takiag lha eemmanly 
estiaaaiad dialaaeeb aih&h ia erkieally 
alaaortaRBBto ha w i eR g . Ifaaaiap- 
reeentaava eaa make h ao dear ka Us 
own case that il was due to iaeo rr eet 
data, does it follow by any kiad of ia- 
ference that his coUeaguea have drawn 
mileage to which they knewtbey were 
not entitled ? Hence, I submit that 
it is the highth of folly to imply dishon- 
or in the motives of our public men on 
such small grounds. If a man's house 
or life was guarded by no stronger i 
sense of honor iu his neighbors than 
his honor is, no one could sleep in safSs- 
ty. We would have to adopt the hab- 
its of tbe feudal ages or the Texas 
fronliermen, and wear aworda aad 
pistols in our daily hateBBBRaaR vilh 
our neigbbora. 

A 9d fbatore to oar politieal laa- 
ohioery whieh u amazing, is for a good 
honest fhrmer to announce him- 
self ss a candidate for assessor or con- 
stable Ac. and be fcxplicit in his views 
upon the intricate problems of finance , 
or international law, aud such ques- 
tions. In the first place what conncc- ^ 
tion can there poeeibly be between the 
duties of a coroner, for example, and;
